LOUISVILLE, Ky., June 14.—The State 
of Kentucky is just now passing through 
one of the most unique and at the same 
time one of the hottest campaigns in its 
history. The fight is being made in the ranks 
of the Democratic party, but it may result 
in the Republicans sweeping the State 
kor the first time since the war. 

At every voting precinct in every county in 


the State to-day the voters of the Demo- 


cratic party selected delegates to county 
and legislative district conventions to be 
held Monday for the purpose of naming 
delegates to attend the State Democratic 
convention at Louisville, June 2%, when 
there will be nominated a candidate of the

CARLISLE AT LOUISVILLE 


The Secretary's Argumen 
Free Silver Heard Attentively 

LOUISVILLE, R. June 18.—Secretary Car- 
Usle spoke to an immenge crowd in Music 
Hall last evening, and Republicans and 
Democrats alike came to hear his views on 
the money question. All the prominent Dem- 
ocrats of the city and nearly all the Demo- 
cratic candidates were present. When Mr. 
Carlisle was presented by Charles R. Long 
at 8 o’clock, he was accorded a very .cor- 
dial reception. 

Mr. Carlisle plunged immediately into 
his subject, and repeated his argument that 
the under valued metal would be driven 


out of the country by the adoption of a bi- 
on system.

Of course, if it required 
the action of twelve or thirteen different 
Governments to bring the price of silver to 
its present state it would seem quite clear 
that no one of them alone could restore it; 
as, if the depreciation in the value of silver 
as com to gold has been caused solely 
by the adverse eee complained of, it 
follows that if that legislation had never 
taken place the value silver as compared 
to gold would not be the same as it was in 
1872, before the legislation. occurred. What, 
then, would have oocurred? What then 
would have been the result? Not a single 
dollar of full legal tender silver would be 
in circulation in the United States at this 
time, or at any other time since 1872, be- 
cause at that time the bulion contained in 
the silver dollar was worth about 3 per cent 
more than the bulion contained in the gold 
dollar, and the two could not circulate to- 
gether. The same law which drove silver, 
out of circulation under the acts of 18% and 
1887 would have kept it out, and instead of 
having in circulation among the people 
about 8886, 000, 000 legal tender silver, as we 
have now, we would have none.

Madison Coal Co. Reduces the Pay of 
Their Miners to Take Contracts.

Advices from Collinsville, III., are that 
at a meeting of miners held on Friday 
night at Glen Carbon, A. J. Morsehead, 
General Manager of the Madison and Mount 
Olive Coal Co., addressed the miners and | 
informed them that if the miners would ac- 
cept a 10 per cent reduction of. wages it | 
would enable the company to take all the | 
large contracts and give them full work. 
The miners offered to acept a reduction of 
T™ per cent, provided the company would 
make a reduction in house rent and fuel. 

The report from Collinsville is that Mr. 
Morsehead refused to accept the proposi- 
tion and the men quit work. 

Mr. Morsehead denied this. He said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter: We have made 
amicable arrangements with our miners, 
accépting unconditionally their proposition 
and they will continue at work. It is true 
that they are not at work at Glen Carbon 
to-day, but that is because of a surplus of 
coal. e Edwardsville and Mount Olive 
mines are, however, being operated to-day, 
and the miners will begin work at Glen 
Carbon Monday or Tuesday.”’

Admiral Meade, with a discretion 
which is as painful as it is foolish to En- 
glishmen, expressed his regret that his Gov- 
ernment h not allowed him to act with 
vigor against us. He was anxious to sup- 
port the Nicaraguans in their farcica) re- 
sistance to our just demands and for this he 
has been punished. We cannot but deplore 
the unfriendly attitude which certain Amer- 
ican naval officers assumed towards us. 

“We have in our mind Admiral Belknap’s 
* that the Japanese could eas- 
ly whip the Britishers, as the British navy 
was quite an inefficient force. Such talk 
does an immensity of harm when the two 
branches of our race are drawing closer to- 
gether. Capt. Mahan and Admiral Erben 
did not think or speak in this way,.and on 
this side of the Atlantic there is nothing but 
the friendliest interest mn the new American 
navy. We don’t begrudge our cousins their 
greatness; we do not interfere with their 
foreign policy, and we look forward with 
hope to a future possibility of an alliance 
which would be the only really popular 
alliance in England. 

The Spectator makes a happy suggestion 
which might be acted upon by our govern- 
ment. The United States has shown its 
friendliness by removing Admiral Meade— 
let us do an equally ane act by asking 
that he may be reinstated in his command. 
It would certainly promote a kindlier feel- 
ing toward us amqns the officers of the 
American nayy and might even. make, Ad- 
miral Meade himself think that the British- 
ers are not such terrible villains after. all.“

is fair and sufficient that leaves out the 

matter of debt. 5 

Gold and silver are the constitutional 
money of this country, and the people 
have the right to pay their debts in either 
or both at their option. When gold is 
cheaper than silver, they have the right 
to pay in gold. When silver is.the cheap- 
er, then in silver. If, when silver is th 
cheaper, the Government debars them 
from the advantage by refusing to coin 
silver for them, thus compelling them to 
pay in the dearer metal, it is an injustice 
and oppression. 

And yet, this is the very thing the Gov- 
ernment is doing to-day. It forces the 
people to discharge their debts in gold 
or at a gold standard—wWhich is paying 
two for one—since a gold dollar is worth 
twice as much as a silver dollar. 

To state the matter in another way, it 
takes twice as much product of labor or 
sweat to pay a debt under ‘the gold 
standard of values as it would take under 
a silver standard—so that the Govern- 
mént is forcing the people to pay $2 worth 
of sweat for every dollar of funded debt 
they owe. © A 

And the runded debts of the country 
make an enormous aggregate. The rall- 
road bonds alone amount to $5,000,000,000— 
five billion dollars; and the national, 
State, city, county, town and school dis- 
trict debts together with the debts of 
other public and semi-public corpora- 
tions are as much more. This makes a 
total of $10,000,000,000—ten billion dollars, 
with an annual interest charge of 3500, 
000,000, which has to come out of the 
sweat of the people. 

But it is being paid in gold, or at a gold 
standard—and it has been so paid ever 
since 1873; and as the commercial value 
of the gold dollar is twiee as great as 
that of the silver dollar, the people are 
really discharging this enormous fund- 
ed obligation at the rate of 2 for 1. That 
is, they are paying $1,000,000,000 worth of 
sweat a year in interest and twenty bill- 
ions’ worth of sweat to discharge the 
principal. 

In 1873, when silver was dropped from 
the coinage, the national debt was $1,710,- 

The price of wheat in 1873 was $1.31 per 
bushel—in 1894 it was only. 67 cents a 
bushel—a falling off of about one-half. 

The price of cotton in 1873 was 20 cents 
a pound—and in 1894 it was 7 cents a 
pound—a falling off of nearly, two-thirds. 

It would have taken about twice as 
much Western wheat and nearly three 
times as much Southern cotton to pay 
this debt in 1894 as in 1873. 

That is, it would have taken only 1,315,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat in 1873; in 1894 
it would have taken 2,552,000,000 bushels. 

The debt could have been paid with 
17,000,000 bales of cotton in 1873; it would 
have taken 48,000,000 bales in 1894. 

Since 1873 theré has been paid on the 
national debt in principal and interest 
over two billion dollars—$2,223,000,000; 
and yet it would take more cotton to 
pay the balance in 1895 than it would 
have required to pay the whole of it 
in 1873.

The 
city is posted with little signs, “$100 fine for 
hitching to or injuring any s tree in 
the city.” result ts healthy trees 
and an abundance of them. 

I would suggest the adoption and enforce- 
ment of a similar ordinance here; then you 
will not find so many trees in a dilapidated 
condition It is a shame to hitch a horse 
to a tfee and have him tear off the bark.
